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What Is Humane?

Too Much Of 
An Kx p cnse 


In discussing enforcement of th e city ’s 
dog leash law, Humane Society Sup erintend­ 
ent Harold Deacon made a p oint wh ich is 
becoming almost lost in th is day of modern 
living. Facing criticism for th e lack of p ros­ 
ecution in leash law violations. Deacon not­ 
ed th at such p rosecutions are not alway s 
h umane. And th e th ing th at is sometimes 
forgotten is th at th e Humane Society ’s p ri­ 
m ary function is to work for h umane treat­ 
ment of animals. 
Deacon rep orted th at p rosecutions are not 
asked by h is dep artment ex cep t in cases of 
_______________ 
th ird offenses. Some­ 
times, h e noted, p rose­ 
cution would result in 
a ch ild being dep rived 
of a dog. Hasically , th e 
lea.sh law is considered h umane legislalion 
because its ultimate p urp ose is to imp rose 
th e life of th e dog. 
It takes a little sh ady 
reasoning to come to th is conclusion but 
such reasoning is p ossible. However, wh en 
a dog is p icked up for running loose and 
p rosecution is made on th e offense, th e ep i­ 
sode is likely to be a costly one for th e 
dog owner. Under such circumstances, a 
family migh t decide th e keep ing of th e p et 
is too ex p ensive a p rop osition. 
Th is is wh en a ch ild could be dep rived of 
h is dog. Th e dog th en becomes a ward of 
th e Society sh elter h ouse and in 99 cases 
out of 100 th e animal will end up l)cing p ut 
to sleep . Is th is wh ole p rocess h umane? 
Is it p ossible th at th e City Council h as for­ 
gotten th e h umane asp ects of th ings in or­ 
dering all violations p rosecuted** 
Th e Humane Society in Lincoln is a p art 
of a national organization founded y ears ago 
to stop brutal treatment of ch ildren and 
animals. Wh ile it h as succeeded in th is, it 
faces today a situation w'h ich , in many re­ 
sp ects, is even more dangerous to its cause. 
★ 
Th e situation today is one of p ossible ex ­ 
tinction of th e dog. Th is is not as radical 
as it migh t sound. If conditions relating to 
ownersh ip of a dog become too unbearable, 
th e logical result is an avoidance of such 
ownersh ip . 
Th is 
is 
being 
accomp lish ed 
th rough such th ings as th e leash law and 
comp ulsory rabies vaccination. No one is 
attemp ting to deny th e oth er side of th e 
p icture — th e side p resented by th e individ­ 
ual wh o wants and h as a righ t to be p ro­ 
tected against abuse from th e p rivilege of 
anoth er’s dog ownersh ip . 
But th is is th e side wh ich is p reuominat- 
ing in Lincoln at th is time. Th is isn’t th e 
p lace to tell, now, a lear-jerking story of 


m an’s best friend but it is a fact th at th ere 
is a very fine p lace in th e world for dogs 
and a great deal to be gained from th eir 
ex istence. Th ey offer comp anionsh ip th at is 
unequalled for th ose wh o seek it. Th ey are 
a comfort and joy to y oung and old alike. 


★ 
And a y oungster wh o h as a dog can de­ 
rive more good training th rough th is ex p eri­ 
ence th an many p eop le get in an entire life­ 
time. In all, p rosecution of each and every 
violation of th e leash law seems like a h arsh 
decision by th e City Council. Th ere are any 
number 
of 
circumstances 
wh ich 
migh t 
make p rosecution entirely out of order Th is 
matter would be much better if left to th e 
discretion of Deacon but with th e under­ 
standing th at p rosecution is one of th e 
strongest p oints of enforcement. 
And as to th is final p oint of enforce­ 
ment, it IS th e conviction of many th at th e 
Humane Society does an ex cellent job and 
th e th ough t of oth ers th at it does even too 
good a job. Th e Society is even facetiously 
referred to sometimes as th e "Inh umane 
Society ” because of th e vigor of its enforce­ 
ment p rogram Certainly , it ap p reciates th is 
tag no more th an it ap p reciates unfair crit­ 
icism 
Th e Lincoln organization h as alway s been 
h andicap p ed with a lack of funds. Its facili­ 
ties 
are 
inadequate 
and alway s h ave been 
and only th is p ast y ear 
h as its equip ment been 
brough t 
up 
to any ­ 
wh ere near needed standards. It still lacks 
sufficient manp ower. As forgotten as th e 
p urp o.se of th e Society , too, is th e diffi­ 
culty of Its task. Don’t th ink for a moment 
th at a dog owner cannot be just as irate 
and veh ement as th e p erson comp laining 
about a dog. And don’t th ink for a moment 
th at th e comp lainers lack th eir fair sh are 
of crackp ots. Deacon h as p robably one of 
th e most difficult jobs in th e city as th ere 
is not a single th ing h e does th at is ap ­ 
p roved by all p arties concerned. 
Yet, h e is sup p osed to do it and ach ieve 
h armony and satisfaction among all group s. 
Deactm’s job involves dumb animals wh ose 
beh avior and actions are imp ossible to p re­ 
dict and h uman beings wh ose actions in 
dealing with h im are erratic and uncomp ro­ 
mising. In its criticism and orders, th e 
City Council h as p robably created consid­ 
erable ill will and h as h atch ed for itself no 
small p ublic relations p roblem for th e fu­ 
ture.

Antarctic Treaty Significant 


It was an eventful moment in modern h is­ 
tory wh en 12 nations affix ed th eir signa­ 
tures to a treaty barring nuclear ex p losions 
and military bases in Antarctica. 
It was eventful for a number of reasons, 
most imp ortant of wh ich is th at it set ap art 
at least one consequential p art of th e earth 
wh ere destructive use of nuclear p ower is 
banned. 
It p rovides an instance in wh ich East and 
West h ave laid down th eir arms in a real 
resolve to live togeth er amicably . 
It emp h asizes a new attitude in wh ich dis­ 
coveries in p h y sics are to be for th e bene­ 
fit of all rath er th an for th e discoverer. 
Th e treaty includes 12 nations, but it stip u­ 
lates th at any nation with in th e United Na­ 
tions group may join in up on its own dec­ 
laration. 
It goes furth er in p roviding for 
membersh ip by unanimous consent wh en 


th e ap p licant is not a UN member. It also 
p rovides security insp ection th at allows any 
member nation to insp ect th e installations 
of any oth er at its own instance. But more 
imp ortant, indeed, is th e ap p arent fact of 
sufficient good faith th at treaty violations 
will be self-sufficient. 
It is also satisfy ing th at th e treaty en­ 
deavors to continue th e co-op erative sp irit 
of th e International Geop h y sical y ear, ex ­ 
tending scientific assignments with th e re­ 
sults an op en record. 
It is true th at .Antarctica is an unp eop led 
waste, th us far of doubtful economic value. 
Covenants of wh olesale co-op eration 
are 
easy th ere. But th e fact th at such a benign 
covenant occurred is evidence th at th e will 
for p eaceful co-ex istence ex ists, th at it did 
eliminate a valuable strategic asset in terms 
of warfare, and th at an ex tension of th is will 
to p eace can and p robably will ex p and. 


Decision Took Nerve 


It took no small amount of nerve for 
President Eisenh ower to decide in favor of 
asking Congress for new foreign aid money 
totaling $4 billion for 1960-61 military and 
economic assistance. Th is conclusion on h is 
p art will raise cries of anguish from many 
quarters wh ere th e saving of a dollar is so 
much more imp ortant th an sp ending one 
and wh ere th e th ough t p revails th at we are 
a nation dep endent only up on ourselves for 
survival. 
Congress cut last y ear’s p residential re­ 
quest from $3.9 billion to $3.2 billion because 
of demands for economy and false claims 
of foreign aid waste. Th ese demands and 
claims come from p eop le wh o are unable 
to understand th e global status wh ich th is 
country h as ach ieved. Th ey are unable to 
fath om th e significance of civilizations on 
th e move to new objectives and of newly 
rising world p owers. 


Th e nation joins President Eisenh ower in 
regret over th e resignation of Defense Sec­ 
retary Neil McElroy . But th e loss of an ener­ 
getic and able p ublic servant is made less 
p oignant in th is case by th e availability of 
a well-sch ooled successor wh o is Th omas 
S. Gates. 
Gates h as a background of four y ears as 
undersecretary of th e Navy and two y ears 
as secretary . He h as been No. 2 in AÌcEl- 
roy ’s Defense Dep artment since early th is 
y ear. Th e p roblems of h is new office are, 
th erefore, not strange to h im and little de­ 
lay is to be anticip ated in th e full command 
of h is duties. 
It is noteworth y th at Secretary McElroy 
leaves a good deal of unfinish ed business

The Doug las County Board 
of Eq ualization filed its brief 
in Supreme Court Tuesday on 
the appeal by Baum Realty 
Co. from a district court de­ 
cision on the tax v aluation of 
its property. 
The realty firm contended 
the assessm ent was too hig h. 
The board of eq ualization 
set the firm ’s basic valuation 
at $ 1,200,000. 
The firm held it should be 
$ 483,000 or $ 434,000, those two 
fig ures being presented by as­ 
sessors testifying on behalf of 
the firm. 
On an appeal, the district 
court for Doug las County set 
the basic valuation at $ 1,037,- 
000. The firm appealed to the 
suprem e court. 
The board of eq ualization 
q uestions whether the firm 
has met “ its req uired burden 
of proof” in seeking to ov er­ 
throw the assessm ent.
